Premier: Tuition 
cap on the table 


Budget. Prentice

Eveiyt±iing is under considera¬ 
tion, including killing a tuition 
cap, when it comes to comes to 
finding cash to help cover the 
$7-billion budget shortfall in 
the provincial budget, says Al¬ 
berta’s premier. 

Just a day after Metro first 
reported the province was 
considering cutting — possibly 
scrapping — the tuition cap for 
post-secondaiy institutes. Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice responded to 
student concern. 

“We are working together 
with post-secondaiy institu¬ 
tions to hear their views on 
what needs to be done,” he said 
Thursday. “We need to increase 
revenues to the universities 
— we’re looking at all the op¬ 
tions.” 

Currently, the province caps 
tuition increases at the rate 
of inflation. For example, this 
year institutes were restricted 
to raise tuition no higher than 
2.2 per cent. Prentice said noth¬ 
ing has been finalized at the 


moment, but eveiyone needs 
to pitch in to help compensate 
for funding shortfalls. 

“AH Albertans will bear 
some share of the responsibil¬ 
ity in terms of dealing with the 
$7-biUion hole we have in our 
province’s finances,” he said. 

Navneet Khinda, chair¬ 
woman of the Coimcil of Al¬ 
berta University Students and a 
local post-secondaiy pupil, said 
killing the tuition cap would 
make access to education even 
more challenging for Alber¬ 
tans. “It’s incredibly shortsight¬ 
ed, it’s misguided and it’s going 
to be so disastrous for Alberta’s 
future.” 

Khinda said the province 
is too reliant on oil prices and 
needs to think about investing 
in the future. 

“We’re going to continue to 
be dragged down by this boom 
and bust cycle if we don’t invest 
in (post-secondaiy),” she said. 

NDP post-secondaiy critic 
Brian Mason called the propos¬ 
al evidence the government is 
moving in the wrong direction. 

“We need at this time to 
make post-secondary more ac¬ 
cessible, not less,” he said, not¬ 
ing the province has the lowest 
post-secondaiy participation 
rate in the country.

Tories plan 
campaign college 
for late March 

Progressive Conservative 
candidates will go to cam¬ 
paign school at the end of 
March, Metro has learned, 
in yet another sign of a 
looming spring election. 

Metro confirmed with 
several sources the Tories 
plan a campaign college for 
all of their candidates in 
Red Deer on March 29. 

The college, typically 
held shortly before a cam¬ 
paign, gives candidates and 
their teams information 
about the plan for the cam¬ 
paign and lessons in media 
relations and other skills. 

Bob Murray, vice 
president of research with 
the Frontier Centre and an 
adjrmct professor at the 
University of Alberta, said 
the timelme makes sense. 

“It’s pretty consistent 
with what we’ve seen the 
government building to,” 
he said. 

Murray said he expects 
a campaign could start 
almost immediately after 
the college and Albertans 
could be headed to the polls 
towards the end of April. 

Pohtically, Murray said, 
the Prentice government is 
striking while its chances 
are best. He said with the 
Wildrose moving up their 
leadership date and the Lib¬ 
erals planning to fight the 
campaign with an interim 
leader, the opposition won’t 
be as prepared. He said the 
only reason to go now is if 
the premier believes it’s the 
best opportunity. 

“There is no reason to 
go to the polls unless you 
beheve that this budget is 
going to be so bad that you 
might not be as successful 
after several years of auster¬ 
ity,” he said.

The Artery ‘shocked 
by city closure order

One of the city’s music 
venues will close its doors 
on March 31, because city of¬ 
ficials deemed the building 
“unfit and structurally un¬ 
sound,” according to a social 
media post. 

The Artery, located on Jas¬ 
per Avenue near 95 Street, let 


their followers know about 
the looming closure Thurs¬ 
day morning via Facebook. 

“We are absolutely 
shocked by the city’s de¬ 
cision and abrupt notice. 
We’ve been told by our land¬ 
lord, property manager and 
the city’s real estate agent 
that we likely have two to six 
years. Along with a one year 
termination clause. This has 
proven to be false and we are 
being evicted,” read the post. 

City officials say the prop¬ 
erty The Artery sub-leases 
out of was bought by the city 
as an “opportunity purchase, 
not an expropriation” as part 


of the Valley Line LRT pro¬ 
ject. 

A city spokesperson added 
that “an assessment of the 
property was done as part 
of our acquisition and found 
that the building wasn’t 
suitable for long-term occu¬ 
pancy.” The building will be 
removed and the land will be 
used as a laydown area, city 
officials said in an email to 
Metro. 

Artery officials received 
the notice from the city on 
Wednesday, calling it un¬ 
expected. There are 83 shows 
booked after the March 31 
closure date, which is also

when their lease expires, ac¬ 
cording to city officials. 

Owners added that they 
are looking for a new venue 
in the city, while the city 
takes possession of the build¬ 
ing on March 3. Artery owner 
Philip Muz opted not to com¬ 
ment to Metro after talking 
to other media on Thursday.

Documents the NDP released 
Thursday show Edmonton’s 
hospital have been pushed 
into their overcapacity proto¬ 
cols more and more over the 
last few weeks. 

Party leader Rachel Notley 
released the documents re¬ 
vealing that local hospitals, 
which were over capacity 
between 20 and 30 times a 
week in April 2013, are now 
over capacity 70 to 80 times 
a week. 

“The crises and the fre¬ 
quency of crises in our emer¬ 
gency rooms has almost 
tripled over the course of the 
last two years,” said Notley. 

She said the government’s 
conscious decision not to 
build long-term care beds 
is the primaiy driver of this 
crisis. 

“This is the predictable re¬ 
sult of the government’s deci¬ 
sion to stop building genuine 
long-term care spaces for 
aging Albertans,” she said. 

With budget cuts looming, 
Notley said Albertans should 
be asking what impact the 
rollbacks will have on an al¬ 
ready-stretched system. 

“How can you claim to 
care about regular Albertans 
when you are going to take a 
system that is already in crisis

and put it in even greater 
crisis?” she said. 

Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel’s press secretaiy 
Steve Buick said all of this in¬ 
formation is not new and the 
government wants to address 


the problem. 

“The reality is that the 
hospitals are overcrowded, 
we have acknowledged that, 
the premier and the minis¬ 
ter personally have acknow¬ 
ledged it,” he said. 


Overcrowding 


The documents showed 
the Grey Nuns Hospital and 
Misercordia Hospital were 
the two in the region that 
most often triggered their 
overcapacity protocols. 


Buick said the minister is 
committed to adding more 
long-term care spaces. 

“He is working on an ag¬ 
gressive new plan to increase 
long-term care.”

What was once used to 
diagnose a chronic illness 
is being transformed into 
art thanks to University of 
Alberta student Darian Gol¬ 
din Stahl. 

Taking MRI scans of her 
sister — a bioethics PhD 
candidate who suffers from 
multiple sclerosis — and 
imprinting her own body 
onto the charcoal paper, 
Goldin Stahl said she hopes 
to humanize the process of 
diagnosing an illness. 

“They really don’t look 
like the person they’re sup¬ 
pose to represent,” said the 
printmaker, who recently 
finished her thesis. 

“You really can’t even tell 



the scans are of a woman as 
opposed to a man. They’re 
so anonymous.” 

“So trying to give them a 
sense of my sister was the 
biggest challenge,” Goldin 
Stahl added. 

Inspired by her sister’s 
own struggle with her ill¬ 
ness, Goldin Stahl said it 


was a challenge to take 
something so personal like 
a MRI scan and turn it into 
a piece of art. 

“That was sort of a risk 1 
was going to take when try¬ 
ing to represent someone 
else’s lived experiences, 
but luckily (my sister) was 
able to identify with the 


figure in my art pieces and 
claimed them as her own. 

“That was a proud mo¬ 
ment,” she said. 

The exhibit HABITUS is 
currently on display at the 
FAB Gallery until March 12. 

The young artist plans 
on continuing her work in¬ 
terpreting medical images. 


“I’ve already had some 
good feedback from people 
who are going through 
medical concerns of their 
own right now,” she 
said.

Drugs played a role in a stab¬ 
bing that took place at a down¬ 
town Edmonton food court ear¬ 
lier this month, say police. 

NicoUas McLeod, 20, and 
Benjamin Crawford, 21, have 
been charged after a Feb. 9 as¬ 
sault at the Scotia Place food 
court. Police were called just 
after 2 p.m. after a 45-year-old 
man was attacked in a bath¬ 
room stall with an “edged 
weapon.” 


Pohce wouldn’t give a specif¬ 
ic description of the weapon. 

The victim — who was 
taken to hospital with stab 
woimds — knew his attackers, 
say police. 

Following the food-court at¬ 
tack, police say they were able 
to connect McLeod and six addi¬ 
tional suspects to three person¬ 
al robberies on Feb. 8 and 9 at a 
downtown bank. 

Pohce say as people at¬ 
tempted to withdraw cash from 
the ATM, a man approached 
them and demanded money. 

The six additional suspects, 
including two young offenders, 
have been charged in connec¬ 
tion with the personal robber¬ 
ies. 

Acting Det. Mike Walkom 
said pohce won’t be releasing 
the names of the six suspects 


since the identities of the older 
four could reveal the identities 
of the two young offenders. 

“Essentially (they) were in¬ 
volved in lookout or in the plan¬ 
ning of the robbeiy,” Walkom 
said about the older four sus¬ 
pects’ role in the robberies. 

McLeod faces charges of rob¬ 
beiy, aggravated assault, pos¬ 
session of a dangerous weapon, 
possession of a concealed 
weapon, breach of probation 
and breach of recognizance. 

Crawford faces charges of 
robbeiy, aggravated assault, 
possession of a dangerous 
weapon, possession of a con¬ 
cealed weapon and failure to 
comply with a probation order.

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Police look at improving 
domestic violence policies 


Lago Undo. Couple had 
lengthy involvement 
with courts before 
husband caused fatal 
house explosion 


A fatality inquiiy report into 
the house explosion that 
killed four people in 2010 
determined Jeanne Kathleen 
Heard had been strangled by 
her husband, Dwayne Richard 
Poirier. 

Released last week, it also 
determined Poirier caused the 
explosion in their home that 
ripped through the neighbour¬ 
ing residence, Idlhng Bradley 
Warren Winter and Craig Don¬ 
ald Huber. 

Heard and Poirier had both 
filed emergency protection 
orders against each other, but 
those orders didn’t spur full in¬ 
vestigations. The inquiiy judge 
recommended pohce consider 
changing that approach and 


said generally pohce could be 
more involved in domestic 
violence before charges take 
place. 

“That Edmonton Pohce Ser¬ 
vice consider whether it would 
be appropriate and advisable 
within their domestic violence 
plans to establish an interven¬ 
tion services at a pre-charge 
level to aid in the prevention of 
domestic violence incidents,” 
reads the recommendation. 

Staff Sgt. Sean Armstrong, 
who heads up the EPS do¬ 
mestic offender section, said 
they will study that idea, but 
sometimes when victims use 
emergency protection orders, 
it’s because they don’t want a 
pohce investigation. 

“They have made a con¬ 
scious decision to bypass the 
pohce and get a protection 
order because they know how 
the pohce are going to react,” 
he said. 

Armstrong said there are 
many reasons why someone in 
a domestic violence situation 
might not want to pursue char¬ 
ges and if pohce are forced to 
investigate, that could prevent 
victims from seeking help. 


“It will shut down that 
avenue of getting that protec¬ 
tion,” he said. 

The inquiiy report also sug¬ 
gested pohce devote more re¬ 
sources to domestic violence. 
Armstrong said he would ap¬ 
preciate more resources, but 
understands they’re finite. 

“1 would always welcome 
more resources, but so would 
every other staff sergeant in 
every other part of the ser¬ 
vice,” he said.

When the house exploded 
the damage was spread out 
across the neighbourhood 
to 41 different residences 
causing more than $2.25 
million in damage.

Alberta sells three government planes 


Three of the Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s planes are now out 
the door after a bidder came 
in offering more than the 
government was asking. 

Fargo Jet Centre, of Fargo 
North Dakota, bid $6.1 mil¬ 
lion for three King Air planes 
that the government was sell¬ 
ing. The government had set 
a minimum bid of $5.5 mil¬ 
lion for the aircraft. 

Two of the King Air planes 
were 2006 models and the 


third one was purchased in 
1997. 

The government did not 
receive an acceptable offer 
for a 1985 DeHavilland Dash 
8-103 and said it is looking at 
options for possibly re-ten¬ 
dering the plane. 

Premier Jim Prentice said 
the sale was good news for 
taxpayers. 

“This is dollars back to 
Alberta citizens. The Dash 
plane did not sell simply be¬ 


cause there was not a compli¬ 
ant bid. We’re confident that 
we’ll still be able to sell that 
plane,” he said. 

After former premier Ali¬ 
son Redford was criticized 
for improper use of the fieet. 
Premier Jim Prentice an¬ 
nounced early into his term 
that he would be selling the 
planes. 

Prentice said since the 
fieet was grounded, his gov¬ 
ernment very seldom had 


to use charter trips to reach 
remote parts of the province, 
but that doesn’t justify a 
whole new fieet. 

“I don’t believe that the 
Alberta government needs a 
fieet of airplanes. 1 didn’t be¬ 
lieve that when 1 became the 
premier, 1 didn’t believe that 
when 1 campaigned to be¬ 
come the premier and 1 don’t 
believe it now.”

fessionals to provide inclusive 
care for everyone,” said Wells, 
who heads up the Institute for 
Sexual Minority Studies and Ser¬ 
vices at the U of A. 

After a successful first con¬ 
ference last year, the students 
received a $100,000 grant from 
the faculty of medicine and 
dentistiy to continue the event 
into the future. 


With roughly 175 people 
expected to attend, Armstrong 
said he’s most looking forward 
to the keynote speaker — Dr.

Parents struggle to rent downtown 


'Adult only.’ Some 
buildings in the city 
core will permit pets 
but not children, 
tenants report

Looking at rental after rental 
and being turned away by 
landlords due to the build¬ 
ing’s “no children” pohcy, 
single mother Jodie McKague 
just about gave up on moving 
to Edmonton’s core with her 
daughter. 

“1 think a lot of people are 
shocked when you say it be¬ 
cause it’s kind of discrimina¬ 
tory, McKague said. 

“So when you say it, people 
don’t really believe you. But 


once you start looking in 
downtown proper, there’s 
so many signs that say ‘adult 
only,”’ she said. 

“It’s a really difficult thing 
to explain to your child as 
well. My daughter just doesn’t 
understand why a building 
wouldn’t want kids in it.” 

Vacancy rates have been 
consistently low in the city but 
potential tenants and local offi¬ 
cials say that shouldn’t excuse 
the “no children” pohcy found 
at many buildings. 

Suzanne MacLean, execu¬ 
tive director with the Oliver 
Centre, says clients have 
struggled to find a place to 
live in the core that is still af¬ 
fordable. 

“Years ago, there was a 
ton of family condos, family 
apartments. I’ve noticed the 
huge trends and all of the low- 
income families got shoved 
out of downtown. Hopefully 


that changes,” she said, add¬ 
ing there are limited renting 
opportunities for families 
overall. 

“You can have a pet but 
you can’t have a child.” 

Representatives of the 
Landlord and Tenant Advisory 
Board say it isn’t a problem 
they’ve heard of but say that it 
is a landlord’s choice if they’re 
going to have an adult-only 
building or not. 

Despite it being at the dis¬ 
cretion of the building owner, 
McKague hopes that landlords 
consider young families to 
help bring new residents into 
downtown Edmonton. 

“1 think the idea that if 
you’re a pet owner or if you 
have children that means 
you’re irresponsible or a dis¬ 
ruptive neighbour is really 
outdated and isn’t really re¬ 
flected in reality,” said Mc¬ 
Kague.

One-day gathering. 

AFN Chief Perry 
Bellegarde views Friday’s 
talks as the beginning of 
a national dialogue 


Dawn Harvard says the short 
amoimt of time devoted to 
a long hst of speakers and a 
packed agenda at the national 
roundtable on missing and 
murdered indigenous women 
Friday need not be an obstacle. 

“It only takes a few seconds 
to say ‘Yes, we will commit X 
amoimt of dollars,” said Har¬ 
vard, interim president of the 
Native Women’s Association 
of Canada, as she spelled out 

— with some hopeM humour 

— her desire for a strong com¬ 
mitment from provincial and 
federal government representa¬ 
tives at the meeting. 

The consensus on just what 
to do about the fact that, ac¬ 
cording to the RCMP, about 
1,200 aboriginal women and 


girls have been murdered or 
gone missing in Canada in the 
past three decades, may be 
harder to come by. 

And the Legal Strategy Co¬ 
alition on Violence Against 
Indigenous Women, a group 
of organizations including Am¬ 
nesty International, released 


a report on Thursday conclud¬ 
ing that the federal govern¬ 
ment has ignored most of the 
more than 700 recommenda¬ 
tions contained in 58 reports 
on violence against aboriginal 
women and girls, raising the 
question of whether any agree¬ 
ments made at the roundtable 


will come to life. 

Assembly of First Nations 
National Chief Peny Bellegarde 
views the one-day gathering 

— to focus on prevention and 
awareness, community safety, 
policing and the justice system 

— as the beginning of a nation¬ 
al dialogue. 

“We never deprive people 
of hope. It’s a beginning. It’s a 
start,” Bellegarde said Thurs¬ 
day adding there has already 
been talk of a followup meeting 
to make sure whatever comes 
out of the roundtable is imple¬ 
mented. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment, which has long resisted 
the idea of holding a national 
inquiiy into the issue, is likely 
to focus on the $25-million ac¬ 
tion plan it promoted last fall. 

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne, who is calling for a 
pan-Canadian prevention and 
awareness campaign and a bet¬ 
ter way to share police statis¬ 
tics, said Ottawa’s action plan 
would not be enough.

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Drone arms race now 
brewing over prisons 


Security. Nova Scotia 
prison looks for ways 
to keep airspace clear 
of unfriendly aircraft 


One of Canada’s newest 
jails is researching the use 
of detection technology to 
prevent the invasion of the 
drug-bearing drones that have 
plagued some North American 
prisons. 

Tim Carroll, superintendent 
of the Northeast Nova Scotia 
Correctional Facility, said staff 
are examining ways to prevent 
unmanned aerial vehicles from 
lowering contraband into the 
jail’s airing yards in a rural area 
north of Truro. 

“We’re looking at both ob¬ 
taining our own drones for ... 
perimeter checks and verify¬ 
ing surveillance in and around 
our correctional facihty and, 
in addition to that, detecting 
drones which are not govern¬ 
ment operated and that may 
pose a threat to the facihty,” he 


said in an interview. 

Incidents recorded in 
South Carolina and Que¬ 
bec in the past two years 
prompted Carroll’s interest 
as he worked on plans for the 
100-cell jail, which opened on 
Feb. 8. 

He said that readily avail¬ 
able, higher-end drones are ca¬ 
pable of video reconnaissance 
— another threat that has to be 
considered. 

A drone detection com¬ 
pany says it has received 
inquiries from provincial 
governments as incidents 
involving drones over jails 
become more prevalent. 

Boris Defreville, chief of 
operations for French-based 
Oreha Inc., said his firm is 
one of a few competing in 
the new drone detection 
market. 

Sensors made by the com¬ 
pany, which cost about $3,000 
each, lock onto the sound of 
whirring drone blades, while 
competitors’ devices lock 
in on Wi-Fi frequencies, use 
radar or employ infrared cam¬ 


eras, he said. 

DefreviUe said jails are 
taking a cautious approach to 
actually buying products. 

“Right now everybody is try¬ 
ing to understand what is the 
best solution to detect drones,” 
he said. 

Andrew Preeper of Nova 
Scotia’s Justice Department 
said there hasn’t been a record¬ 
ed incident of a drone entering 
prison airspace in the province. 

Meanwhile, drone detectors 
are just part of an array of tech¬ 
nology aimed at keeping drugs 
out of jails, said Carroll, who 
has asked for approval to buy a 
body scarmer worth more than 
$200,000 to keep contraband 
out of the jail in PriestviUe. 

Carroll said smuggled drugs 
undermine rehabihtation pro¬ 
grams, cause more violence 
and lead to prison searches 
that confine inmates to their 
cells. 

“Most incidents in facihties 
across Canada can be linked 
back to the introduction ... of 
contraband,” he said.

Israeli settlers’ 
potent politics 


Democracy. Israel 
election highlights 
uneven voting rights 


When Israelis go to the polls 
next month, tens of thou¬ 
sands of Jewish settlers in the 
West Bank will also be casting 
votes, even though they do 
not live on what is sovereign 
Israeli territory. 

This exception in a coun- 
tiy that doesn’t allow absen¬ 
tee voting for citizens living 
abroad is a telling reflection 
of Israel’s somewhat ambigu¬ 
ous and highly contentious 
claim to the territoiy, which 
has been under militaiy oc¬ 
cupation for almost a half 
century. 

Over the years, Israel has 
cultivated a separate legal sys¬ 
tem there. The Palestinians 
are ultimately governed by 
Israeli militaiy rule — while 
Israel’s own criminal and 
civilian laws apply to more 
than 350,000 Jewish settlers 
in a way they cannot apply to 
Israeli expats. 

The settlers’ voting rights 
stem from Israel’s 1969 elec¬ 
tion law that stipulates “there 
will only be voting on Israeli 
land,” with exceptions made 
for diplomats and soldiers 
serving on naval vessels. The 
law was amended the follow¬ 
ing year — when the settle¬

ment movement was in its 
infancy — to allow voting 
by Israelis “whose address is 
listed in the population regis- 
tiy located in territory held 
by the Israel Defence Forces.” 

Israel captured the West 
Bank in the 1967 Mideast 
war and began settling the 
territoiy soon after — first 
halfheartedly, then in greater 
waves, especially after the na¬ 
tionalist Likud first came to 
power in 1977. The Palestin¬ 
ians, backed by most of the 
international community, 
claim the area as part of a fu¬ 
ture independent state, along 
with Gaza and east Jerusalem. 

Israel has annexed east 
Jerusalem and pulled troops 
and settlers out of Gaza, a 
tiny coastal strip with two 
million Palestinians now 
ruled by Hamas militants. 
The West Bank is a more com¬ 
plex issue, full of Biblical hist- 
oiy and strategic significance. 

Israel never annexed the 
West Bank, both due to in¬ 
tense international oppos¬ 
ition and the demographic 
complications of incorporat¬ 
ing its more than two million 
Palestinians into Israel.

However, Israeli leaders 
have said they want to keep 
at least parts of the territoiy 
under a final peace deal with 
the Palestinians.

Argentina. Judge dismisses

ISIL seizes more Christians,

A federal judge on Thursday 
firmly dismissed allegations 
that Argentine President 
Cristina Fernandez tried to 
cover up the involvement of 
Iranian officials in the 1994 
bombing of a Jewish centre, 
easing a crisis for her govern¬ 
ment fed by the death of the 
prosecutor who brought the 
case. 

Judge Daniel Rafecas said 
the documents originally filed 
by the late prosecutor i^berto 
Nisman failed to meet “the 
minimal conditions needed to 
launch a formal court investi¬ 
gation.” 

“There is not a single ele¬ 
ment of evidence, even cir¬ 
cumstantial, that points to

the actual head of state,” the 
judge said. 

Nisman had filed the com¬ 
plaint just days before he died 
on Jan. 18 under mysterious 
circumstances. Polls show 
many Argentines suspect of¬ 
ficials had some hand in the 
death, though Fernandez 
and aides have suggested the 
death was actually aimed at 
destabihzing her government. 

While the decision can be 
appealed, the judge’s scathing 
wording appears to substan¬ 
tiate government insistence 
that Nisman’s case was base¬ 
less, though his death still 
casts a shadow across the ad¬ 
ministration.

Iraq and Syria. More

ISlL militants seized more 
Christians from their homes 
in northeastern Syria in the 
past three days, bringing 
the total number abducted 
by the extremist group to 
more than 220, activists said 
Thursday. 

At the same time, the ex¬ 
tremists also released a video 
showing the continued de¬ 
struction of the heritage of 
the lands under their con¬ 
trol. It depicted men using 
sledgehammers to smash an¬ 
cient Mesopotamian statues 
and other artifacts in Iraq’s 
northern city of Mosul. 

The video, coinciding 
with mounting fears over 
the fate of the captive Chris¬ 
tian Assyrians in Syria, sent 
a fresh wave of dread across 
the region, particularly 
among minorities who feel 


targeted by the group. 

“Daesh is wiping Assyr¬ 
ian heritage in Mosul, and at 
the same time wiping them 
geographically from the face 
of the Earth,” said Osama 
Edward, director of the As¬ 
syrian Network for Human 
Rights in Syria. He referred 
to the ISlL by its Arabic acro¬ 
nym. 

About 200 Assyrians and 
other Christians gathered 
in a church east of Beirut in 
solidarity with the victims in 
Syria and Iraq. Some cried 
openly. 

One man held a ban¬ 
ner that read: “We will not 
surrender, we will not be 
broken.” A few young men 
said they were preparing to 
go to Syria to fight and help 
their brethren defend their 
homes against ISlL. 

The destruction of arti¬ 
facts in the Mosul museum 
is part of a campaign by ISlL 
extremists who have de¬ 
stroyed a number of shrines 
— including Muslim holy 
sites — to eliminate what 


they view as heresy. They 
also are believed to have sold 
ancient artifacts on the black 
market in order to finance 
their bloody campaign in the 
region. 

In the video released 
Thursday, militants used 
sledgehammers and drills to 
smash and destroy several 


large statues, which are 
then shown chipped and in 
pieces. The five-minute video 
also shows a black-clad man 
at an archaeological site in 
Mosul, drilling through and 
destroying a winged-bull — 
an Assyrian protective deity 
— that dates to the 7th cen¬

FCC's 3-2 vote ushers

Internet activists declared vic¬ 
tory over the big cable com¬ 
panies in the U.S. Thursday, 
after the Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission voted to 
impose the toughest rules yet 
on broadband providers like 
Comcast, Verizon and AT&T 
to prevent them from creat¬ 
ing paid fast lanes and slow¬ 
ing or blocking web traffic. 

The 3-2 vote represents 
the biggest regulatoiy shake- 
up to telecommunications 
providers in two decades. 

The new rules require 
that any company providing 
a broadband connection to a 
home or phone must act in 
the “public interest” and re-

On Sunday, after winning the Oscar for 
Best Supporting Actress for her perform¬ 
ance in Boyhood, Arquette ended her ac¬ 
ceptance speech by demanding equal pay 
and equal rights for women in the United 
States. The crowd cheered and Meryl Streep 
and Jennifer Lopez had a simultaneous or¬ 
gasm. It was a great moment and then Patri¬ 
cia Arquette went backstage. 

In the press room, Arquette was asked to 
elaborate on her statement and here’s where 
things got sticky: “It’s time for all the 
women in America and all the men who love 
women and all the gay people and all the 
people of colour that we’ve fought for, to 
fight for us now.” 


Let no good deed go unpunished 


Patricia Arquette tried to do a nice 
thing, but apparently, we can’t have 
nice things today.

So, a lot of people took this to mean that 
Arquette thinks LGBTQ^and people of colour 
have full equality themselves and that they 
now need to step up and help women. While

this together. I don’t believe she was trying 
to be exclusionary by mentioning those 
groups.

“no.” Patricia Arquette says she wants equal¬ 
ity for women. “No, because she said it the 
wrong way.” I want to raise money for ALS. 
“No, because it‘s wasteful. Now excuse me 
while I flush the toilet after my tiny pee.” 

Patricia Arquette is not the enemy. 
In this case the enemy is patriarchy 
and bigwigs on Wall Street and 
that’s a whole other can of 
worms. But we’re making it a lot 
easier for the enemy to con¬ 
tinue to get its way by dis¬ 
tracting ourselves with the im¬ 
perfections of our own team¬ 
mates. 

If you see something good 
that you think could be bet¬ 
ter, why not say “Yes, and!” and 
build upon it?

Edmonton Community Foundation (ECF) 
works with donors to fund causes and organ¬ 
izations in Edmonton and the world beyond. 

ECF oversees more than $17 million in stu¬ 
dent award funds, supporting a diverse range 
of students, from aspiring young musicians 
to older students returning to upgrade their 
skills. ECF’s largest student award program is 
the Belcourt Brosseau Metis Awards (BBMA). 

Each year, approximately 140 Metis stu¬ 
dents pursuing a post-secondary education 
receive awards between $2,000 and $7,000 
for their studies. Priority is given to students 
entering their first year of post-secondary 
school.

Wow,” Encarnacion 
said. “A little fmstrating.” 

“Before spring training 
starts, it hurts,” he added. 
“That’s very hard for him and 
for the team because we need 
him.” 

Friday marks the first full 
workout for the team involv¬ 
ing star position players like 
Encarnacion, Jose Bautista 
and Jose Reyes. 

Gibbons has to sort out 
second base, settle on a cen¬ 
tre-fielder, figure out his first 
base and designated hitter 
permutations, decide on his 
catching options beyond Rus¬ 
sell Martin, choose a closer, 
and flesh out both his bullpen 
and the tail end of his starting 
rotation.
